|| at 75¢c Per Acre 


The federal government will pay 
an ac’eage bonus to the pral grow- 
ing farmers of the prairie provinces 
on the basis of 75¢ an acre on half 
the cultivated area on any one farm. 
No farmer may obtain it on more 
than 200 acres, This means that the 
maximum bonus obtainable by any 
farmer is $150. 

This latest bonus is in addition to 
the wheat acreage reduction bon- 
uses and the bonuses payable under 
the Prairie Farmers Assistance Act. 
It is seemingly a compensation to 
prairie fariners for the low price of 
wheat, the absence of any govern- 
ment provision for the payment of 
a cost of living bonus, and the poor 
grain crops in the west this year, 

Apparently every farmer in the 
prairie provinces is entitled to par- 


ticipate in this bonus, and it is ex- 
pected that the total cost to vhe 
Dominion reasury will reach §20 


million. 

It will not be necessary for far- 
mers, who have but in claims under 
the P, F. A. A. because of crop fail- 
ures, to make additional claims for 
the new bonus. Seventy-five cents 
an acre will automatically be added 
to their bonus. 

Other farmers will be required to 
put in their applications to the sec- 
retary of the municipality in their 
district, and, in the case of unorgan- 


ized territories, the application 
should go direct td the provincial 
officer in charge of the district. 
Payments will be made from Ot- 


tawa after December Ist of 60 per 
cent of the bonus. and the balance 
after March Ist. “Cultivated area” 
includes land in summerfallow. 


FOR BETTER HEALTH 

A resolution from the British Col- 
umbia Teachers’ Federation urging 
an intensive campaign for education 
on health preservation and disease 
prevention, has been forwarded to 
Ottawa, the Healvh League of Can- 
ada announced. The resolution urged 
that the Dominion Government vake 
the lead in opening such a campaign 
across Canada, with the co-opera- 
tion of public health departments 
and other interested bodies, to raise 
the national standard of healvh and 
efficiency.

In the final analysis, siys a re- 
view releaséd this week by the Pio- 
neer Grain Company, the success of 
the government's price control pol- 
icy will be judged by the extent to 
which {it (1) promotes the Canadian 
war effort; (2) helps to distribute 
the burden of the war fairly as be- 
tween groups and individuals. 
for, agriculture, ‘the review 
continues, the policy will be suc- 
‘cessful insofar as it contributes to— 


essential foods pledged to Britain 
and needed at home and helps, to 
assure for the farmer producing 
tthose essential foods a fair and e- 
quitable return for his labor. 
Dealing with certain general as- 
pecis of the new poilcy, the Pioneer 
jteview pointe out that inflation is 
the condition which arises when 
the rate of expenditure by the peo- 
ple of a country gets out of line 
with: that country's ability to pro- 
duce consumable goods. This is 
‘what has been happening in Can- 
ada during the past few months,

SUPPLY SOURCES 

Eighty-five per cent of Canada’s 
total crude oil requirements has to 
be imported. Home production 
(almost eritirely in Alberta) ac- 
counts for fifteen per cent of the 
Dominion’s needs. Practically all 
our imports come from the United 
States and South America. 
IMPORT METHODS 

Canada imports her oil needs in 
three ways: (a) by tanker 74 per 
cent (54 per cent ocean, 20 per cent 
lake) (b) by pipeline 22 per cent 
and (c) by rail 4 per cent.

TRANSPORT PROBLEM / 


A glance at “import methods" at 
once reveals the dependence of 
Canada upon tanker-borne oil. It is 
the shortage of tankers (particularly 
ocean tankers) ag a result of war re- 
placement demands, which is re- 
sponsible for the threat of an oil 
shortage in Canada. Regarding the 
continuing reality of htis threat the 
Conroller said on October 9 that 
after figuring economies already 
achieved in the consumption of oil 
and its products, and having regard 
to further. economies immediately 
in prospect, still this country is 
short three ocean and seven lake 
tankers, 


} One of these “further economies” 
is the | Portland-Montreal _ pipeline 
which is due to commence delivery 
ef 50,000 barrels of crude oil. daily 
later this year. This is a very dif- 
ferent pipeline operation from that 
at Sarnia which accounts for the 22 
per cent of the imports. The Sarnia 
pipeline draws direct from the 
Illinc is oil fields. The new pipeline 
is serviced entirely by tankers with 
cil. from South America and Texas 
fields and has eben built by the 
Standard Oil Company of Ne 
Jersey in order partly to solve the 
tanker shortage problem as it ef- 
fects the Montreal district. The sav- 
ing effected by the Montreal pipe- 
line is simply one of time, the ocean 
haul being shortened approximately 
2000 miles by delivering to the 
mouth of tht line at Portland in- 
stead of bringing cargoes up the St. 
Lawrence. As a result of this time 
saving, the tankers available can 
make more frequent round trips, 
but, figuring all this in, Canada 
still is short of tanker facilities. 

An average ocean tanker has 
capacity for a little mére than 100,- 
000 barrels of oil, or roughly five 
times more than the capacity of a 
lake tanker. In order: to handle a 
full cargo from an ocean tanker by 
railroad tank cars, there would be 
required 400 cars of eight 50-car 
trains, each with its motive power 
and crews. 

NOW FOR PRIORITIES 

Why crude oil first? 

Because crude oil is the vital raw 
material from which Canadian re- 
fineries, in close co-operaton with 
the Oil Controller, are providing the 
requirements of this nation’s many- 
sided war effort, as 
care of demands essential to the na- 
tional economy. 

The all important place occupied 
by crude oil has becn determined 
only after the most exhaustive in- 
quiries by the Oil Conroller made 
it clear hat Canada cannot depend 
on getting adequate impored sup- 
plies of ready-processed aviation 
gasoline. The adverse exchange fac- 
tor was ignored for the time being 
while the adequacy or otherwise of 
ready-processed imports was being 
determined. ‘ 
WHAT ABOUT AVIATION 
GASOLINE? 

The need for constantly ncreasing 
quantities of high-octane gasoline 
for flying purposes centers in the 
rapidly pyramiding scheme of air 
war training in Canada.

With the declaration of war this 
state of things began to change. The 
changing process has been gradual 
in Canada simply because _ this 
country happens to be far removed 
from the most active zones of com- 
bat. When the Oil Controller was 
appointed in June, 1940, an imme- 
diate start was made to prepare 
Canada for any emergency. The 
dictates of control so far have been 
mild: the policy has been a deliber- 
ate one of refusing to force the 
issue where co-operation might 
serve the same end. 

The oil industry is co-operating 
very effectively with the Controller 
and a section of the motoring pub- 
lic alco has given splendid co-oper- 
ation in effecting certain economiés 
in consumption, 

The Oil Controller, having in 
mind the oil situation in the Dom- 
inion aS.a whole, must rule for the 
good of the nation rather than for 
any particular section, although 
acute special problems must be con- 
sudered., If, in so ruling, it becomes 
necessary for the Controller to. im- 
pose further restrictions, Canadians 
should bear in mind hat he will be 
doing no more than his duty.
